PARIS. — Foreign Ministers of Britain and the other candidates for 
admission to the Common Market joined the present members here 
yesterday in endorsing the anti-Israeli report on the Middle East situa- 


tion which the Six approved last 
@Orsay French Foreign Minister 
Maurice Schumann, who sponsored 
the report, declared jubilantly: 
“France πο longer speaks for itvelf 
alone on the Middle East at the 
UN., bat on behalf of the entire 
Common Market.” . 

The 10 Ministers who met here 
yesterday decided to submit the re- 
port to U.N. Secretary-General Τὶ 
Thant. They expressed the hope 
that it would help Dr. Gunnar 
Jarring pursue his mediating mis- 
ston. 

The Common Market countries 
have decided ‘not to publish the re- 
port in order not to hamper Dr. 
Jarring’s peace efforts. But calcu- 
lated leaks by French officials have 
revealed that the document was de- 
liberately drafted in order to align 
France's European partners behind 
Paris’s pro-Arab and anti-Israel po- 
icy. 

TOTAL WITHDRAWAL 

The report calis ‘for complete 
withdrawal by Israeli forces behind 
the June 4, 1967, cease-fire lines, 
which would be protected by U.N. 
forces, and international control of 
Jerusalem's holy places. 

After yesterday's i0-nation ses- 
sion, Mr. Schumann said the Mid- 
dle East situation offered “an ex- 
ceptional chance for peace” which 
had mow been seized by the Com- 
mon Market partners and the new 
candidates: Britain, Ireland, Nor- 
way and Denmark. 

Mr. Schumann said the 10 Min- 
isters had agreed that the Novem- 
ber 22, 1967, resolution of the Se- 
curity Council should be enforced 
fo its entirety. Asked by a reporter 
If he included the resolution's call for 
secure and recognized frontiers for 
Israel, the French Minister replied: 
“Of course, nobody ever dreamed 
of separating them from the rest.” 

But Mr. Schumann, despite Fran-

CAN WORLD INFLATION BE CURED?

T= second largest -oncentration 
of South African Jewry after 
Johannesburg is in Cape Town 
Here, living in beautiful surround- 
Ings, the community is in com- 
fortable circumstances and is very 
Jewish in tts orientation and in- 
teresta. 

Jewish “occasions” — euch as a 
lecture or performance — are liable 
to evoke far more response im 
Cape Town than in Jobamesburg 
although partly because such events 
are not so frequent in the former, 
In any case,Cape Town has earned 
8 reputation as ἃ warm Jewish 
community. 

A portrait of Cape Town Jewry by 
Frank R. Bradlow has appeared in 
Jewish Affairs" (the excellent 
periodical published under the aus- 
Pices of the South African Jew- 
ish Board of Deputies). In Cape 
Town the British influence is still 
stronger than in Johannesburg, and 
this has proved congenial for the 
Jewish population. Only after the 


: British took over in 1806 could 


Jews worship freely in Cape Town 
and they began to Immigrate short- 
ly thereafter. But the first congre- 
gation was established only in 1841 
and the first synagogue (which 
pow houses a small but delightful 
Jewish museum) was bullt {n 1863. 

A major immigration took place 
during the three decades up to 
World War I. The new-found 
wealth of South Africa siphoned 
off certain sections of the eml- 
grants from East Europe — large- 
ly from Lithuania. The other main

Today, the community 
numbers 23,000, mostly descendants 
of these earHer settlers in Cape 
Town. There is also a Considerable 
segment of Jews” born in small 
towns or rural areas (or their child- 
ren) who have moved in to Oape 
Town. 

‘Over three-quarters of the commu- 
nity Is South-African born, but 
only a quarter were born in Cape 
Town itself. Apart from English and 
Afrikaans, a survey has shown that 
fewer than 12 per cent still use 
Yiddish as their home language 
and about the same mnunrber can 
understand and speak Hebrew. 

No reinforcements 

The Cape Town community isnot 
Increasing as fast as the popula- 
tlon as a whole. For one thing, it 
mo longer receives reinforcements 
from remoter areas which by now 
are virtually denuded of Jews. 
There is no new immigration from 
within South Africa, while there is 
ἃ certain emigration to Israel and 
elsewhere (young professionals often 
leave for England or America). 
The average family size is 3-4. 
There appears to be a dispropor- 
tionstely large number of adults 


and relatively few children. 

There are no reliable figures on 
intermarriage. Mr. Bradlow quotes 
ἃ survey that says 65 per cent of 
the Jews inCapeTownhad elther 
married out of the falth themselves 
or they or thelr spouses had close 
relatives who had done so. This 
would appear a misleading statis- 
points to comparativety little inter- 
marrage. There Is, however, 2 
certain amount, into both English 
and Afrikaaner groups, and this is 
growing. But the figures are still 
under 10 per cent. 


On public issues, the attitudes of 
vere Town Jewry largely resembles 

ose of the larger -speak- 
ing community of which it is a 
part. There are divergences within 
the community and different cul- 
tural attitudes can be traced, for 
example, between Jews in the north- 
erm suburbs, which has a wider 
Afrikaans orientation, tan those in 
the South, according to Mr. Brad- 
low. Little is known about politi- 
cal positions, although it ia known 
that Jews are more opposed to 
racial discrimination than most 
grouns. Nevertheless, there is a 
process by which Jews acquire the 
attitudes of the people among 
whom they live. 

About three-quarters of the 8,000 
Jewish families in Cape Town are af- 
filiated to a synagogue. About 80 
per cent of those affiliated belong 
to Orthodox congregations and one- 
fifth to Reform.

The public will and London’s third airport have produced a victory for protest 
within a democracy. As PATRICK O'DONOVAN reports, planning can be 
made to crumble before the trumpets of the people who live in Cublington. 


A FAMOUS VICTORY 


LONDON ‘(Ofns). — 
FAMOUS victory has been 
a won in England for the prin- 
ciple of conservation, for not treat- 
ing your economy as king and your 
imherited landscape ag a rubbish 
dump. It was a victory that show- 
ed that protest within a democracy 
works 2nd that the walls of govera- 
ment and cold-hearted planning 
can still be made to crumble be- 
fore the trumpets of the public 
will, 

The victory concerned 8 site 
for a third airport for London. 
London is one of the roads of 
world air travel. More ‘than that 
Londoners are watching their city 
— with politely concealed dismay 
-- turn Into a major tourist attrac- 
tion, You now have to qtreve at 
length to see the Crown Jewels in 
the Tower or the shrine of Kiag 
Edward the Confessor in the Abbey. 
And such patient and currency- 
bearing visitors must be served. 

The number one airport ts at 
Heathrow, op the western edge of 
the city, where it {fs uncertainly 
deciding if it should stop being a 
suburb and become countryside. 
Heathrow is a vast and horing 
sprawi that never stops changing. 
There is a secondary airport at 
Gatwick, 30 miles to the south, and 
they are both overcrawded, So, de- 
spite the promise of vertical take- 
off aircraft,, a new airport was 
decreed. Pex

armed forces are finding it in- 
creasingly hard to get a place 
where they can practise with their

highly-organised ramblers, or far- 
mers who here live in an almost 
perpetual state of organised angar. 

The last Labour Government laid 
four possible sites before a Royal 
Commission — a sort of expert and 
expensive jury that is meant to 
make up the minds of the rulers 
on questions of disputed detail. All 
the sites were within the lush 
counties that surround London and 
which live in danger of oblitera- 
tion by the city’s needs, 
Economics—convenience 

The Roskill Commission (named 
after the judge who was its chair 
man) chose a site In Buckingham- 
shire around a village called Cub- 
lington, Tha Commission’s terms of 
reference were austerely economic 
and geared to the convenience of 
air traveHers. The site they chose 
was the cheapest, the most practical 
and it had the easiest access to 
London, Only ome man on_ the 
Commission, and he Professor Colin 
‘Buchanan, the most distinguished 
urban planner in the country, dis- 
agreed with the report. His Hne 
was that to sterilise 75,000 acres 
of enchanting countryside and 
prime agricultural land would be 
a national and self-inflicted disas- 
ter. He became a national champion 
almost overnight. 

The land around Cublington isnot 
really tourist country. Tt is a place 
for living in. Its flelds are beauti- 
fully upholstered with tall trees 
and rich hedges. Its -villages are 
smaH and.,comfortable, It looks 
green and rich and shines with 
the love and care of generations. 
Some famiHes here have used--the 
same farms for 400 years. Fifty 
miles from London, there 19 a close- 
knit community of cousins and in- 
lews consciously enjoying their 
land. They are not dominated by 
great landowners. They are a re- 
Jexed and friendly people. And 
without doubt, Hfe around these 
park-Hke fields, is of a singuier 
sweetness. 

How they saved themselves is fas- 
elnating. They raised £70,000 
locally and nationally for a defence 
fund, That went, for the most part, 
to pay the lawyers and experts 
who had to be htred to put their 
case before the Commission and to 
prepare their documentation. 

Then they evolved 2 genuinely 
popular organization. Fighting for 
thelr survival were tire people who 
lived there. farmers, schoolmasters, 
craftsmen, landowners, commuters, 
labourers, and, of course, vicars. 
One of these, the Rev. Hubert 
‘Sillftoe, who lives in Dunton vil- 
lage and is a farmer ‘himself, ‘had 
8 fine turn of Cromwel#aa invec- 


tive. 
The Lord’s coming 


He keeps his ionely and exquisite 
18th-century church ag if he were 
expecting the Lord's coming - 
which indeed he does. He is gaunt 
and ively and elderiy and lives in 
a vicarage of singular discomfort. 
Of the Roskil Report, the said: “This 
is devilish. It calmly, ruthlessly, 
sadistically, cailously proposes that 
all this population ‘be moved, that 
the churches be razed and the 
vesting places of our dead be 
ravished..." He wag quite prepared 
to advocate defensive vicience. And 
some ‘bright iocal propagandist 
produced a charmingly amateur 
pamphlet that gave Instructions on 
how to defend a farm, how to 
block a road and how ἴο make a 
Molotov cocktail. That caught the 
press and no public relations could 
have found a more potent gim- 
mick. 

Indeed, the whole district, in a 
most un-English Way, courted the 
press. People talked freely and no 
reporter left without an eloquent 
guote. The villages were plastered

@ building, massive, confiiently bar- 
bvaric, wih a great square tower 
over a church that you could de- 
fend as easily with arrows as with 


prayer. 

Emotional precedence 

These finally dtd the trick You 
cannot move Norman cinurches. 
Their immense walls are built of 
rubble and would crumble into cart- 
leads of broken stone if you tried 
to move them. And you do not 
touch Norman churches.. Here 
they take emotiomal precedence 
over even the most exquisite 
Gothic, 

In the end, the people of England 
grumbled and the Government heard 
and the airport is now to be built 
elsewhere — on a stretch of lonely 
coastline near the entrance to the 
River Thames. It will' be very ex- 
pensive and a Httle impractical. 
The place rejoices in the name of 
Foulness. But that is another story. 
For that district is famous for its 
wild geese and rare migrant birds. 
And that lobby has not yet found 
its full voice. But, at least, a 
quietly marvellous district hes been 
saved to go on as before. And 
that is a famous victory. -

It wag for 
this reason that the Arava had 
been scheduled to leave Israel 
several days before the opening 
of the Show. Every effort will 
be made to get the plane ready 
in time — work began on re- 
pairs while it was being towed 
to the hanger — but its partici- 
pation with the Salon remains in 
doubt.

3.250 a month ig X-ray technicians, 
pending a final wage settlement. 

There was talk of such an ar- 
rangement among  perésnnalities 
who were trying to mediate in the 
dispute; but a phone cali yesterday 
from Mr. Avraham Agmon, Director- 
General of the Treasury, to Mr. 
Moshe Soroka, Treasurer of Kupat 
Holim, clarified that mo such devia- 
tion from official wage policy was 
intended. 

X-ray technicians demand’ a fixed 
productivity premium of 15 per cent 
(and reject 811 offers by the Gov- 
ernment to introduce incentive pay 
on 8 basis of measured norms); also 
they want an X-ray allowance, a 
danger allowance and more seniority 
pay. They nave been doing a go- 
slow for 18 months — and during 
the lost half-year have in addition 
stayed away one day a week, and 
one hour a day. 

Having exhausted al) possibilities 
of negotiation, the Ministerial Wages 
Committee instructed that salaries 
be cut, in accordance with the 
amount of collective absenteetam. 
The last pay-packet received by X- 
ray staff was light by 25 per cent. 

Mr. Ephraim Yermaas, Treasury 
man In charge of wages in the 
public sector, told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that wage contracts 
have been signed this year with all 
the public service (200,000 persons} 
— except the 400 X-ray technicians. 


A ODilateral committee comprising 


Dr. Ya'acov Arnon, then Treasury " 
chief, and Mr. Yeruham Meshel of 
the Histadrut, reported in 1965 that, 
-conpequent on the massive wage rise 
just achieved for all public servants, 
there was no case any more for 
paying danger money to X-ray staff, 
or other special allowances. 

The next wage boost, approved 


under the package deal of 1970, wes < 


extended to X-ray officials, Including 
faster promotion, seniority in the 
service instead of in ‘the grade, ete. 
They were not placated, When the 
nurses won another 18 per cent 
on top of that in thelr recent strike, 
the Government grabbed the oppor- 
tunity of offering this benefit’ to 
X-ray personnel too, hoping to ter- 
minate the conttict. 

They accepted; but not in place 
of their other claims, which they 
continue to press as before, accord- 
ing to Mr. Yermans, And the par- 
tal strike goes on unchanged. As 
@ compHcating factor, ‘the nurses in- 
troduced a clause in their final 
agreement with the Government, 
stating that anything else the 400

Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

Absorption Minister Nathan Pe- 
led denied in the Knesset yesterday 
that Immigrants from the Soviet 
Union were receiving preferential 
treatment. Answering a gestion by 
Mr. Reuven Arzi (Alignment), the 
Minister said all immigrants, re- 
gardless of the country of origin, 
received exactly the same prive- 
leges .and opportunities, as defined 
by the Ministry's statues. 

In reply to another question, Mr.

With exquisite irony, 
Rabbi Porush later thanked the 
students “even though the Hebrew 
language cannot express the shock 
at some of the things I have heard 
here.” He offered to “meet them 
again." 

Other participants at the sym- 
posium included Mrs. Shulamit Aloni 
and the “Black Panthers.”

diately began striking out wildly 
and forced them back against the 
ratlings on one side of the square. 

‘Some of the policemen had re- 
moved their numbers to prevent 
identification, Panthers claimed 
later. 

‘Some panic was caused when 
the police sent in a water-cannon 
which careened around Rehov Ben 
Yehuda squirting green water in all 
directions. The sight-seeing crowds 
that had gathered tried to escape 
into shop entrances, and tt was at 
thig stage that the shop-windows 
were smashed, The water-cannon 
drew screams from the crowd, and 
changed the mood of the demon- 
Stration, Members of the crowd 
then started yelling “Shame!” at 
the police and to throw stones, 

(By 7 p.m. Rehov Ben Yehuda was 
littered with piass. Tension waa 
algo heightened after a woman with 
a baby got caught up in a police 
charge and was eventually taken 
off to safety in a police van. 

‘The Panthers themselves were 
joined at about 7.30 by a group 
of Tel Aviv Panthers who march- 
ed down the street shouting, “Where 
is Sephardi honour?” There were 
also reports of groups who had come 
from Rosh ,Ha’ayin, Shlomi and 
Kiryat Gat. 

More conspicuous were what look- 
ed like Jerusalem's delinquent po- 
pulation, which began picking up 
stones, tearing down fences in Re- 
hov Hillel and preparing to “over- 
turo cars and burn them." They 
were restrained, however, at about 
8 p.m. by Panther leader Yakov Ἐδ- 
baz, who urged them “not to be 
violent because then the public's 
sympathy will be against us.” 

Police state they withdrew their 
forces twice but had to return, when 
the crowd, which had swelled by this 
time to about 1,000, began to throw 
stones in earnest, 

About 11 o’clock a bottle filled 
with petrol was thrown into the 
Street from the yard of the former 
Egged bus terminal in Jaffa Road, 
and a youth of 20 suffered burns
